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POOR ORIGINAL BLEED THROUGH 


GOVERNOR OUTLINES. 
NEEDS OF STATE: EDU- 
CATION PLACED FIRST: 


Governor William W. Bran- 
don in his first message to the 
Alabama Legislature on Tues- 
day of last week, declared that 
“We are entering upon duties 
pregnant with almost divinely 
imposed possibilities.” 

History is to be made, the 
governor told the. Assembly, in 
pledging his cooperation in 
all efforts at upbuilding the 
Commonwealth. 

Governor Brandon said: 

“The most important matter 
with which you will have to 
deal is education. ‘While this 
state has made great strides in 
the education of our people, 
. much remains to be done in 
order that every boy and girl 
may be given an opportunity 
in life. An educated citizen- 
ship is the greatest asset of any 
Commonwealth. The people 
of this state have shown 
their desire for a system of ed- 
ucation that. will carry the 
school to the remotest corner 
of the state. We now have a 
state school tax of three mills 
levied by our Constitution, a 
county tax of three mills, and 
a district tax of three mills, 
for our elementary schools and 
even with this some communi- 
ties only have a five months 
school. This should not be. 
All our schools should be open 
and free at least seven months 
in the. year. 

“Bvery dollar should be 
made to count and all duplica- 
tion, overhead expense and ex- 
travagance should be discon- 
tinued. We are all committed 
to public education, ‘and no 
backward steps should be 
taken.’ For many years since 
the establishment of the Coun- 
ty High Schools by Governor 
Comer, which marks his ad- 
ministration as progressive un- 
der each succeeding adminis- 
tration our educational interest 
have advanced. We must go 
forward. In order to do this, 
we must economize in every 
possible way to guarantee long- 
er terms, ample pay for teach- 


ers, proper equipment and 
buildings. 
“The first monies spent 


should be for the education of 
our people. Our system should 
be carefully scrutinized, an 
every unnecessary expense cur- 
tailed, every duplication abol- 
ished, and from the Elementry 
School to the University, our 
system should be so related and 
connected as to make one har- 
monious whole. To do ,this 
will repuire exhaustive study, 
careful investigation, thorough 
knowledge of the entire system 


jn order to administer the 
funds to the most possible 
good. 


Other Recommendations. 

Governor Brandon recom- 
mended, among other things: 

Continuation of the budget 
system, with an examiner of 
public accounts added to the 
budget commission. No 
propriation should be made in 
excess of income, which should 
be ascertained before budget 
is made up. 

That a law be passed requir- 
ing those in charge of all state 
funds to publish at stated in- 
tervals sums received and ex- 
pended so the public may at 
all times be fully conversant 


with the state’s financial con- 


dition. 

That trust funds be held in- 
violate to*eredit of school fund 
and that they be used for no 
other purpose. 

Constitutional amendment be 
submitted for a three-mill tax, 
one-half for normal colleges 
and elementary schools, the 
other half to go to higher in- 
stitutions of learning. 

Barly appropriation of p40,- 
000 should be made to equip 
Hospital for Feeble Minded at 
Tuscaloosa. 

It would be money well spent 
to buy lands, if price is right 
in close proximity to Boys In- 
dustrial School, Hast Lake, to 
give employment to the boys 
and from which would be deri-

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WACO ‘COUPLE FOUND 
WITH BODIES BULLET 
-RIDD 


Waco, Tex., ‘Jan. 21.—A 
statewide search for Mrs. Ethel 
Jacobs Denencamp, 21-year- 
old widow, and Edward 
Holt, her companion, and well- 
known Waco business man, 
ended tonight with the finding 
of the bodies of the couple, 
bullett-riddled and shot-torn, 
in a field beyond the city. 

The young woman had been 
shot twice, pistol bullets enter- 
ing the head and body, and 
Holt’s body bore evidence of 
numerous charges of shotgun 
fire. They were found side by 
side, about 100 yards form the 
highway, and about a half mile 
from the Tehuacana Creek 
bridge. A heavy rope bound 
the man’s feet and his body 
was mangled almost beyond re- 
cognition. Police believe he 
was dragged behind an auto- 
mobile. - 

Search for the missing pair 
had been under way since Sat- 
urday, when a_ blood-stained 
and bullet pierced automobile 
was found deserted in the heart 
of the business district of Waco 

Mrs. Craddock, sister of the 
murdered woman, told police 
she had had a dream recently 
in which she saw the couple 
in an automobile wreck on the 
Tehuacana bridge, which had 
been the scene of at least one 
of the seven unsolved murders 
in this county during the past 
year, and has playedvan impor- 
tant part in investigation of 
several of the others.
